Alcohol as a Fuel. 
We have in ethyl alcohol an ideal 
fuel—colorless, limpid, of 
moderate 
boiling point, about 50 degrees below 
that of water, non-freezing, burning 
without smoke, mixing with water in 
all proportions, and therefore its flame 
extinguished by water, cleanly, drying 
off completely when spilled, not at­ 
tracting rubber gaskets or packings, 
and noncorrosive for metal tanks and 
holders. 
The fact that its flame is 
bluish, 
or 
so-called 
nonluminous, 
means that the flame is almost devoid 
! 
of free carbon particles, with their 
intense heat radiating power, a fact 
of considerable importance. 
When 
gasoline or heavy oils are burning, the 
flame, loaded with free carbon or soot, 
radiates heat to such a degree that it 
is not possible to approach near the 
conflagration, and combustible 
sur­ 
roundings are readily fired by pure 
radiation of heat. 
The production of 
alcohol on a large scale is simple, 
and the raw materials already exist 
in considerable variety. 
All saccha­ 
rine or starchy growths ^re available. 
Saccharine wastes are now 
largely 
used in Cuba for alcohol production. 
This alcohol will, in a properly 
or­ 
ganized engine, equal, volume for vol­ 
ume, gasoline now sold at

The farmer need not 
depend on wood, coal or oil for his 
power.

His fields need only re­ 
ceive the sunshine and be given suf­ 
ficient water, and thence any crop 
yielding starch or sugar, however un­ 
marketable otherwise, may be mad* 
the source of power, light and beat.

"Joe” Gans, tho Baltimore negro, 
has proved conclusively that he is 
tIi*' best fighter in 
the light 
weight 
division in 
the 
world. 
In one of 
the most gruelling 
contests ever soon 
in the prize ring 
he was given the 
decision over Bat­ 
tling 
Nelson 
in 
their recent meet­ 
ing at Goldfield, 
Nev. 
The fight 
ended in the forty-second round, after 
Nelson had fouled the colored fighter. 
It was the most remarkable sporting 
event ever pulled off in the United 
States. 
Gans fought the best tattle 
of his life, and bis opponent 
was 
worthy of his years of ring general­ 
ship. 
Nelson seemed impervious to 
punishment. 
Gans landed four blows 
to Nelson’s one, but each round the 
Dane would bob lip apparently 
re­ 
cuperated and ready to force the fight­ 
ing. 
Nelson was outpointed by the 
clever negro at almost every stage 
of the fight, and finally threw away .all 
chances of winning the coveted title 
by sending a crushing blow to Gans’ 
groin while the two were in a clinch. 
Gans dropped gasping to the 
floor. 
Refer! e George Siler had repeatedly 
warned Nelson for rough t act irs and 
fouling which would have disqualified 
him according to a strict interpreta­ 
tion of the rules. 
When the deci­ 
sion wras rendered there was not a 
word of dissent from the fi.200 spec­ 
tators. 
Gans 
now 
comes • undis­ 
puted^ into the title for Sidell he 
has fought for 12 years. 
He is the 
oldest of the light weight fighters— 
lacking only two months of 30 years 
—and has fought more than 150 fights 
In his struggle for world's champion­ 
ship class. 
The best remembered of 
these was the "fake” which he lost 
to "Terry” McGovern at Chicago in 
1900, and which put a quietus on Hie 
boxing game iii that city. 
Nelson 
claimed the chamDionship after his 


victory over "Jimmy” Britt. Septem­ 
ber 9, 1905. during the fight carnival 
at Colma, Cal. Gans also had beaten 
Britt, and the claims of the rivals* 
supporters 
increased 
the 
interest 
which preceded the fight to fever heat. 
Gans sought the recent contest, and 
contented himself with $11,000 of the 
purse, while Nelson received $22,500 
before the fight. 


Increase of Knowledge Among Farm­ 
ers Meant Better Farming. 


Recently some have expressed the 
idea that the people living in the 
country are not increasing 
in 
in­ 
formation relative to 
the 
scientific 
handling of stock and the methods in 
vogue among scientists in the culti­ 
vation of the soil. 
This is a mis­ 
take, says Farmers’ Review. 
Agri­ 
cultural science is gaining among our 
farmers and is destined to gain more 
rapidly as the years go on. 
It was 
natural that at first the 
progress 
should be slow. 
A body of 5 ,000,000 j 
persona is not to be moved in a 
hurry. 
It is an aggregation of hu­ 
man beings so vast that no one can 
conceive of its real import. 
It must be remembered, too, that 
at first the means for affecting this 
great mass and moving it were very 
meager. 
When our agricultural col­ 
leges were organized there were few 
men capable of acting as instructors, 
for the universities of the country 
had not been fitting men to teach ag­ 
ricultural science. In many cases men 
had *o be taken out of the fields and 
the creameries to teach in the col­ 
leges. While they had a great deal of 
practical information, they had not 
studied systematically the mass of 
agricultural information that had been 
accumulated, and were but poorly pre­ 
pared to teach it. 
It is only 
within 
the 
past 
15 
years that most of our agricultural 
colleges 
have 
been 
well 
enough 
equipped to become aggressive. Now, 
however, the material for teachers and 
instructors is abundant 
and 
great 
work is being done. That the farmers 
are being reached is demonstrated by 
the increasing attendance at farmers’ 
meetings and in the agricultural col­ 
leges. 
Information is being spread 
rapidly by word of mouth. Complaint 
is made that the bulletins issued by 
the stations are not widely read by 
the farmers. This is because it takes 
something of a student to take liter­ 
ary matter and really absorb it, mak­ 
ing it into something having force. 
But in each locality are a few men 
! that have this ability and they spread 
' the information by word of mouth 
and by example. 
There are numerous factors that are 
j operating to bring about a better eon- 


I dition in the not distant future. One 
of these factors is the taking of more 
interest in agriculture by the 
men 
that have money and at the same 
; time have a fair knowledge of farro- 
j Big matters. 
These men are buying 
farms anti are putting into practice on 
[ them modern methods of agriculture. 
Tho farms so handled become object 
lessons. 
Other farmers follow 
the 
lead of the most enterprising, unless 
they lack the will and the ability to 
learn. 
There are some of the latter 
class, but they are destined to disap­ 
pear during the next generation 
or 
two, for the reason that others will 
buy their farms, which will have be­ 
come 
unprofitable 
to 
the present 
ow liers. 
It is becoming increasingly difficult 
to farm without thought and 
still 
make money. 
Farmers must make 
more money from their farms to-day 
than they used to. because they have 
more expenses. 
The expenses cannot 
be avoided, and must increase as pop-

It seems that considerable danger to 
property exists in the practice of 
burning off old paint before re paint­ 
ing. 
The question has long been a 
subject of debate in the technical 
Journals, and now householders and 
the newspapers have begun to discuss 
it. 
Those of us who, with trembling, 
have watched the painters blow a 
fiery blast from their lamps against 
our houses, aud have looked sadly at 
the size of our painting bill because 
of the time wasted on this prelimin­ 
ary work, are interested in the in­ 
vestigation by the Greenfield (Mass.) 
Gazette and Courier, which gives con­ 
siderable space to the reasons for the 
practice, questions its necessity and 
suggests ways to prex-cut the risk of 
burning down one's house iii order to 
get the old paint off. 
It says: 
‘‘There is a good deal of discussion 
among householders as to the desir­ 
ability, in painting houses, of burning 
off the old paint, a practice that has 
grown very common of late in Green­ 
field and elsewhere. 
Insurance men 
are strongly opposed to this method. 
; It makes void insurance policies for 
fires caused in this manner. 
Several 
houses iii Greenfield have gotten afire 
as the result of this method, and in 
some places houses have burned as a 
result. 
"It. is undoubtedly true that when 
a house has been painted over and 
over again there comes to be an ac­ 
cumulation of paint iii bunches. 
If 
new paint is put on top of these ac­ 
cumulations it is almost sure to blis­ 
ter. 
To burn it off is the quickest 
and cheapest and perhaps the surest 
method of getting rid of this old 
paint.” 
The Gazette and Courier quotes cer­ 
tain old patrons to the effect that ac­ 
cumulations of paint are unnecessary. 
These old-timers lay the blame partly 
on the painter who fails to brush his 
paint in well, partly on the custom of 
painting in damp weather or not allow­ 
ing sufficient time for drying between 
coats, and partly to the use of adulter­ 
ated paints instead of old-fashioned 
linseed oil aud pure white lead. 
The 
paper says: 
"Many of the old householders say 
that if care is taken at all these points 
it is absolutely unnecessary to have 
paint burned off. 
They adviso that 
people who have houses painted should 
buy their own materials, and to have 
them put on by the day, so as to be 
sure to get good load and oil. 
Of 
course the burning off of paint greatly 1 
increases the cost of the job.” 
I he trouble householders everywhere 
have with paint is pretty well summed 
up by 
our contemporary, and the 
causes are about the same everywhere. 
By far the most frequent cause of the 
necessity for the dangerous practice 
of burning old paint is the use of poor 
material. 
The oil should bo pure lin­ 
seed and the white lead should be real 
white load. 
The latter is more often 
tampered with than the oil. 
Earthy 
substances, and pulverized rock and 
quartz, are frequently used as cheap­ 
e n e r , to the great detriment of the 
paint. 
j 
Painters 
rarely 
adulterate 
white 
j lead themselves and they very seldom 
use ready prepared paints—the most 
frequent causes of paint trouble. 
But 
they do often buy adulterated white 
lead because the property owner in­ 
sists on a low price and the painter 
has to economize somewhere. 
The 
suggestion is therefore a good one 
t that the property owner investigate 
I the subject a little, find out the name 
of some reliable brand of white lead, 
and see that the keg is marked with 
that brand. 
The linseed oil is more difficult to 
be sure of, as it is usually sold in 
bulk when the quantity is small; but 
reliable makers of linseed oil can be 
learned on inquiry, and, if your dealer 
is reliable, you xviii get what you w ant. 
Pure white lead and linseed oil are 
so necessary to good paint that the 
little trouble necessary to get them 
well repays the house owner in dollars 
and cents saved.
